It is 
9.10 per cent in general castes, 10.43 per cent in SC and 
16.S1 per cent in ST (Table 7). Dist r i ct— wise data revealed 
that female marginal workers in General Castes is registered 
highest 13.44 per cent in district Garhwal and lowest S.49 
per cent in Dehradun district. In SC population, 13-SE per 
cent of the females are counted as marginal workers in 
district Pithoragarh as against 4.63 per cent in district 
Uttarkashi. The proportion of marginal workers among females 
of ST population is highest 19.66 per cent in district 
Pithoragarh and 1.09 per cent in district Uttarkashi. 

OCCUPATIONAL PATTERN AMONG FEMALE WORKERS 

As it has already been mentioned that the parti ci pation 
rate of females in workforce is high in hill areas. Census 
1991 counted 741573 females as workers registering 23.62 per 
cent of the total female piopulation in Uttaranchal region. 
Most of the women workers are engaged in primary sector. 
Agricuiturai sector is the major source of livelihood in the 
region as evident by the fact that of the total female 
workers S9.34 per cent are cultivators and 3.37 per cent are 
engaged as agricuiturai labourers (Table 8). The 
distribution of other female workers engaged in different 
economic activities reveals that 0.43 per cent are engaged 
in animal husbandry and plantation activities, 0.72 per cent 
in household industries, 0.60 per cent in non-hQusehQld

Individual districts have shown great variations in the 
proportion of female workers engaged in different economic 
activities when districtwise figures related to occupations 
are compared. As much as 97.40 per cent female workers are 
repiorted as cultivators in district Tehri Garhwal on the one 
hand and as low as 49.90 per cent in district iJehraoun on the 
other. The oroportion of agricultural labourers is found 
very small in the districts located in hill areas whereas in 
district Dehradun and Nainital a sizeable proportion of 
female workers are working as agricultural labourers. In the 
hill areas the land holding sizes are small in nature whereas 
the plain areas of district Dehradun and Nainital have large 
holdings with high fertility which have enough scope to 
employ workers as agricultural labourers. The proportion of 
female workers working in livestock and plantation activities 
varies from 4.49 per cent in district Nainital to 0.10 per 
cent in district Pithoragarh. Mining and Quarrying activity 
as an occupation of female workers (very few) is confined to 
a limited districts., such as Mainital^ Dehradun. Aimcra and 
Pithoragarh. In manufactur ing , processing in household 
industries, the proportion of female workers is lowest

p*er cent in district Tehri Garhisjal and highest i«61 per cent 
in district Fithsragarh. The temale workers are niostiy 
enciaqed in weaving a.nd spirirsing activities of woollen cloths 
in hill districts* However, the percentage of female workers 
employed in other than household industries is signif icantly 
highest in plain areas of district Dehradun and Hainital 
(Table S)* The siuiilar pattern is found in other occupat ioris 
such as construct ion , trade and commerce, transport and 
storage* The economic inf rast ructures are comparat-i veiy 
better developed in plain regions of district Hainital and 
Dehradun as a result avenues for employment in informal 
sector are available* As a result the female workers are 
employed in other services at a larger proportion in these 
two districts* 

CASTE-WISE OCCUPATIONAL PATTERN OF FEMALE WORKERS 

Occupational pattern of workers is influenced by social 
groups particularly in the backward economy. In addition to 
other factors^ the economic activities are decided by the 
caste structure of the society to a great- extent. In 
Uttaranchal region also, caste sysirem has great* say in tne 
occupational pattern of female workers., Caste-wise 
variations are found in the proportions of female workers 
engaged in different economic activities- Variations dre 
mostly existed in occupations related to agricultural and

Enrolment of Girl Students in Schools 

The female population in Uttaranchal 'region is lagging 
behind as far as part i ci pation in education is concerned^, 
yhen we look at the sen— wise figures of students in different 
stages of education, it is found that the proportion of girls 
in the total number of students is substant ial ly io'jt^er thars 
the boys* Comparative figures related to the proportion of 
girls in total enrolment of the students in t**’Q different 
years are presented in Table 10* During 1994—95 the share of 
girls in total number of students wes accounted 41*32 per 
cent in Junior Basic Schools, 36*74 per cent in Senior Basic 
Schools and 35*13 per cent in High/Higher Secondary Schools, 
The pattern of girls* proportion in total students shews a 
declining trend with the increase of educational standards 
This clearly indicates that there is higher rate of drops-outs 
among the girl students*

Location of Educational Institutions

Health and Social Inf ras y r uctural Facilities for yorntn 

Dgyg I Q of inf rast ructu re has been considered as a 
cause? as a consequence as well as an indicator of 
develop^ment « it has also been identified as an iinportant 
process ' of econofFsic development. Social infrastructures 
like? general education? technical education? roads? drinking 
water? electricity? public health? iTiedical and fairiiiy welfare 
have great role' for development,, of a comiTiuni ty « These. 
facilities provide opporturiitiss to human resour ce ■ ..for 
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trainirig and advanceiTfent *^ith better health care which 
yltiffiately proves an asset for the nation. 

It is now widely recognized that impr o veirsent ir? health 
status of a coffiiiiiirii ty has to be piirsued both as nieans arid as 
end. Increased availability of inaternity arid child care 
cent res r Aanganwadi centres and other ■ centres for social 
activities like Manila Mandal centres are essential pre- 
conditions for the physical and mental development of feiTiale 
population* In the following pages we will discuss the 
availability and extent of maternity child care cent res/sub— 
centres y Balwadi and Aanganwadi centres and Manila Mandal 
Centres in the Uttararichal region. The number of maternity 
and child care centres are 139? inaternity and child care sub- 
centres are 1443 in the region. The number of Balwadi and 
Aanganwadi centres and Mahila Mangal Centres are 26S8 and 
3S95 respectively CTabls 13), On ar§ average? one lakh of 
female population share 5- oiatemity and child care centres? 
50 iriaternity and child care sub— centres? 90 Balwadi and 
Aanganwadi centres and 134 Mahila Mandal Centres, In other 
words? one maternity and child care centre is shared by S1000 
female population? one inaternity and child care sub— centre by 
2000 females? , one Balwadi and Aanganwadi by 1100 and one 
Mahila Mandal centre by 750 females.

Dehradun, whereas, this figure is S in the districts of 
Chamoli and Pithoragarh. Sinsilarly, the number of Balwadi 
and Aanganwadi centres per lakh of female population is 72 in 
district Chamoli as against 239 in. district Uttarkashi (Table 
13). It is very strange that- not a single Balwadi or 
Aanganwadi centre is functioning in district Pithoragarh. 
Hahiia Handal Centre is a grass-root social institution 
aiming at the welfare of womenfolk and bringing awareness 
among them. In most of the cases the Hahiia Handal centres 
are helpful in sorting out the day to day problems of women 
at household as well as village level. yomen are also 
protected against their exploitation by these centres. 
Interactions are made with each other in the centres whicn 
motivate them to play effective role in the society. In 
Uttaranchal region, very few proportion of women are 
associated with Hahiia Handal centres because the centres are 
not established in all the villages -and limited number of 

women participate in these centres due to one reason or

In the hiii 
areas y the distance of available inf rast rcictyrai facilities 
or social services determiries the level of their lissy 
part i ciilar iy for female population* How wb will discuss the 
locational profile of fairdly. welfare centres and their sub- 
centres in the districts of Uttaranchal region* Family 
yelfare Centres play a crucial role in proiTfOting the welfare 
prograirime of woiTien related to their healthy nutrition? 
sanitation? child care and family welfare* The fairiily 
planning programmes are done by these centres and the success 
in this direction depends on their functioning. Family 
welfare centres or sub— centres are the grass root 
institutions in the villages^ 

The available data regarding the distance of Family 
y 0 lf‘are Centres or Sub— Centres reveals that in most of I-oe 
cases the female population have to cover long distance for 
availing the services of these inst i tut ions in the hill 
region* It becomes very difficult to take the sick, or 
c^regnant woifien for medical aid where the centres are located 
at a longer, distance.
